Rashida J* Chapman* Esq.^ AttorMey-Advisor, represented 
DCPS* John A. Straus, Esq., represented the parent Five Day Disclosure Letters were 
ent^^ into the recoid, without any objection by either party. On behalf of the parent: 
Disclosure Letter dated July 12, 2005; CW-1 through CW-IO. On behalf of DCPS: 
Disclosure Letter dated July 12, 2005. Parent's counsel waived a fbnnal reading of the 
Due Process Rights. Thepartiesdidnotenteranytesthnony in this matter, as the parties 
settled this case on the record.

Based upon the foreg^faig, IT IS HEREBY ORDERED: 



1) DCPS shall, within twenty- (20) business days of the issuance of the HOD, 
convene an MDT/IEP meeting to review all current evafaia(ions» to review 
and revise the student^s lEP, if warranted^ and discuss and detennine 
appropriate educational placement for the 2005-2006 school years. 



2) In the event the appropriate placement is to a public school^ DCPS shaD bsue 
a notice of placement within five- (5) schools days of the MDT/IEP team 
meeting. If the appropriate placement is to a non- public facility^ DCPJS shall 
issue a notice of placement within thirty- (30) calendar days of the MDV/SEF 
team meeting* 



3) DCPS shall also consider Compensatory Education for Christopher 
Warfoington and, if warranted, develop a Compeusatoty Education Flan 
iucludiug the hours, fonu and format for compensatoiy educational relief.
